Breeders of the Prize-Winners 


T has always been customary for 
| Holstein scribes, and others, to give 

a large part of the credit for mak- 
ing a good record to the man who ; 
tested the cow. Perhaps this is as it should be but it seems 
to me that, in a way, the man who makes the record is 
only the incubator that hatched the egg, whereas the man 
who bred the cow is the hen that laid it. True, the incu- 
bator must function properly if we are to get any kind 
of a hatch, but we must not lose sight of the fact that it 
was the hen that Noah took into the ark with him. 

A year ago, the World published an article giving credit 
to the man who bred prize winners for that official year, 
and we now propose to do the same thing with the prize 
lists for 1918-19. 

First of all we want to present to you the names of the 
first twenty-five men on the list of breeders of prize winners 
for 1918-19, showing also how each one ranked as owners 
of prize winners for the official year just passed.

From the table it will be seen that of the leading ten 
breeders, only four were among the first ten owners of 
prize winners, but of the first twenty-five, eleven were 
among the first twenty-five on the list of owners. We find 
on this list nine firms that bred prize winners to the total 
of $1,652 without themselves winning any money—a signal 
honor although lacking material reward. 

We find that the first twenty-five breeders on the list 
represent ten different states, divided as follows: New 
York six, Minnesota four, Ohio four, Michigan two, Wis- 
consin two, Massachusetts two, California two, Maine one, 
Pennsylvania one, Washington one. Of the $17,175 awarded 
as prize money by the National Association, nearly one- 
third—$5,543.50—was won by animals bred by the first 
twenty-five names on the list. 


A comparison of this year’s list with the list for 1917-18 


By WM. A. 


brings out the fact that of the first 
twenty-five for 1918-19, twelve appear 
in the first twenty-five of the preced- 
ing year’s list, J. M. Hackney holding 
first place both years. This year, indeed, Mr. Hackney’s 
lead was very substantial, animals of his breeding ‘winning 
$513.75, second place going to Fred Pabst with $375.50. Mr. 
Hackney bred more prize winners than he owned, his 
total winnings for the year being $416.00, or close to $100 
less than was won by animals of his breeding. He bred 
every daughter of King Segis Pontiac Count whose name 
appears on the prize-list, the daughters of Count winning 
$371.00. 

Mr. Hackney also bred a fine lot of daughters of Piebe 
Laura Ollie Homestead King that won $87.75, and the 
daughters of Count King bred by Mr. Hackney won $45.00. 

Fred Pabst of Wisconsin holds second place this year, 
which is a big gain over last year, when he stood in 
twenty-first position. The $375.50 won by animals of his 
breeding is divided as follows: $214.00 by daughters of 
King Pontiac Champion; $99.50 by daughters of Korndyke 
Segis Johanna; $34.50 by daughters of Sir Hengerveld 
Model Johanna, and $27.50 by daughters of Maplecrest King 
De Kol. 

The third place goes to E. C. Schroeder of Minnesota 
with $317.50, all but $63.00 of which was won by daughters 
of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes.

Men who are familiar with cow testing asso- 
ciations usually pay well for animals with good records. 
Good grades with high records will sell for the high dollar 
and a good record will increase the value of the pure bred. 
This is demonstrated very clearly in DuPage county, 
where cow testing associations have been operating for 
several years. Semi-annual pure bred sales are held and 
the cow testing. records are always in evidence. In fact, 
the cow testing association has built up the pure bred 
industry in the county. 

Money invested in cow testing associations is well 
spent from an advertising standpoint alone. My monthly 
report goes to every member of cow testing associations 
in the state. This report gives the monthly record of the 
highest producing cow and the highest producing herd.

intensive farming and dairying, 

Holland takes a first place. With 
an area of only 12,580 square miles 
and a population above six and a half million inhabitants, 
the main source of income being farming and dairying, it 
must astonish the reader how on every acre of land a 
living and even a welfare is found by more than one per- 
son (to be exact 1.3 person), while we in America with a 
population of 106 millions have at disposition per person 
an average of 30. 

The foregoing shows sufficiently that the methods of 
farming must be very close and economical and in many 
ways different from our methods and that this is indeed 
the case the reader will see in the following story. The 
little kingdom of Holland or Dutchland or the Netherlands 
is divided into 11 provinces, of which the leading cattle 
breeding province is “Friesland.” As the reader knows, 
Holland is the native home of our Holstein-Friesian cow 
and no other breed has ever entered the little country 
or will ever enter it, because the Holstein-Friesian cow is 
80 to say a “household” member and has been such from 
the beginning of our era. 

Holland is a very low country and for the most part 
lies several feet below the level of the sea. Round the 
sea frontier, high sea-dikes are thrown up, and in the inside 
of these sea-dikes, smaller dikes around the fields are found, 
between which small dikes we find thousands of canals, 
ditches and lakes, whose waters serve as a highway of 
travel. Numerous ships, steamers and boats the traveler 
can see here in summer and also in wintertime, if the 
waters are not frozen. The Dutch people are in a contin- 
ual struggle with the water and in winter time a good deal 
of the fields are inundated. On nearly every farm we find 
4 windmill, which hauls the water from the farm fields and 
_— it out in the canals. A few years ago the water from 
sa canals was poured out in the sea by means of sluices. 
} erp the water discharged from these canals was quite 
eft to nature’s caprices, that is a water discharge in the 
tae could only take place when the wind was in a favorable

The records are also published in local and farm papers. 
Members have told me of sales made thru cow testing 
association advertising. 

Some men use cow testing associations as a forerunner 
to semi-official work. A very good example of this is the 
record of Eli Aaggie Fayne Johanna. Freshening at the 
age of 27 months, she produced 13,936 lbs. of milk and 
550.6 Ibs. of butter, according to the DuPage Cow Testing 
Association records. She again freshened as a three-year- 
old and was put on semi-official test July 5, 1918. She 
finished the year with 27,949.4lbs. of milk and 1,001.91 Ibs. of 
butter, making a world’s record for milk production in the 
senior three-year-old class. Lisle Farms Company, the 
owners of Eli Aaggie Fayne Johanna, are running official 
or semi-official tests every month in the year, still they are 
sufficiently interested in cow testing associations to invest 
$120 this year in the work. 

Cow testing association work interests men in pure 
breds. The members of our Lake county No. 2 associa- 
tion added 65 head of pure bred females to their herds 
during the first year the association operated, and at the 
end of 18 months they had increased the number to 150. 
What is true of this association is true of most others, and 
there are reasons for it. Cow testing work will greatly in- 
crease the interest of the average dairyman in his herd. 
By talking things over with the testers the members be- 
come better feeders and care takers. The next step is 
an increased interest in higher producing cows and pure 
breds. In several of our associations the testers have 
played a leading role in this movement. In many cases 
they assist in locating and buying good pure breds. 

If these associations interest men in pure breds, then 
the breeder of pure bred cattle can not afford not to be an 
enthusiastic supporter of them.

dated whole farms and villages. At 
the present time, however, some steam 
watermills are built and they furnish 
a little better system for a regular 
water discharge, but by far not sufficient, so that every 
winter inundations on a smaller or bigger scale take place. 


Soil, Crop System and Climate 


The soil of Holland is fertile on the average, but it 
requires, as do all soils, a continual fertilizing in order to 
get the highest results. The farming system, however, is 
quite different from what we find here. Most of the fields 
are exclusively used for the raising of grass and hay crops. 
Tractors, our big plows, cultivators, disk plows, etc. are 
unknown things to most of the Dutch farmers. The fields 
have lain hundreds and hundreds of years in continual rest, 
the only things they receive are the manure of the stock, 
sometimes the soil of the fertile refuge hills, which are 
dug off and a harrowng after the manuring. The principal 
kind of grasses on these very old fields are: Red and 
white clover, foxtail, timothy, ryegrass, blue grasses, fes- 
cues, chess, small grass, etc., in total number about 20. It 
should be remarked here, however, that when speaking here 
of foxtail or chess, they should not be confused with the 
weeds we find here under that name. The proverb, “there 
is no corn without chaff,” applies to the Dutch fields. We 
find among the grasses also many weeds such as horsetail, 
yellow rattle, thistle, etc. The farmers try to get rid of 
them by strong fertile rations, by putting a flock of sheep 
in the field, by mowing before the time of flowering or by 
destroying the roots by means of a sharp small hoe. Alfal- 
fa fields, corn, etc. are unknown things to the Holland 
farmer, nor does he follow a fixed system of rotation in 
the grass and hay sections. It is true that he uses some 
fields one year for pasturing and another year for mowing 
or hay production, but around the farm we generally find 
a solid pasture on which the machine or scythe do their 
work only when there are too many thistles or manure 
heaps around which the grass is growing too rankly; nor 
does he buy any seeds for his fields, nature takes care of 
the sowing except, of course, when he is making a new

pasture, as for instance, from a piece of ground which he 
has reclaimed from the water territory. The average 
yield of hay per acre is from two to four loads, which de- 
pends, of course, upon the quality of the soil, the climate, 
etc. A load of hay is about 1100 pounds. Generally he 
makes two crops a year, in June and August, whereas the 
third crop is fed green to the stabled cattle in October and 
November. The climate, however, plays often bad parts, 
so that it occurs that only one hay crop is obtained. The 
climate is rather wet and chilly. The average temperature 
is about 52 degrees, but the summer heat often surpasses 
80 degrees. Early in October the cattle are stabled and 
do not leave the stable until the beginning of May the 
following year. The stable time is about 200 days. 


Feeding the Cows 


During the winter time the cows get a plentiful supply 
of hay and an allowance of linseed cake. The Holland 
farmer has an easy ration and his ration calculations are 
therefore very small and simple. The average quantity 
of hay is about 30 pounds a day and the addition of linseed 
cake amounts to two to five pounds. Though the Holland 
farmer does not make much use of ration calculations, he 
takes care that his cows not only get sufficient nutrients 
for maintenance and production, but that his ration is also 
economical. He knows generally the needs of every cow 
of his herd without calculations. And at the beginning of 
the stable time his hay supply tells him how many cows he 
can keep that winter. He reckons that each cow wants as 
a winter ration five car loads of hay, weighing altogether 
about 5600 pounds, and which quantity he terms “a cow’s 
eat.” The average price of the hay is about $8 to $12 per 
1000 pounds and of the linseed cakes 4 to 5 cents per pound. 
Sometimes it occurs that the Holland farmer is not able to 
make hay of all his grass, especially in rainy summers. In 
that case he piles his grass up outside and covers it with a 
heavy layer of clay and sods in order to give it a good 
pressure. This so called ensilage grass is eagerly eaten 
by the stock in wintertime; it represents our corn ensilage 
so to say. Silos are unknown things in Holland. As hay is 
the most valuable plant for the farmer he devotes his best 
attention to getting it in the most valuable condition, gen- 
erally grass cutting is started beginning of June just before 
its blooming period, so that it contains the most possible 
quantity of nutriment. Exactly as we go and cut alfalfa 
here when the young sprouts come, so the Dutch farmers 
go and cut their fields as soon as a certain kind of grass 
plant named “Feshica-elatior pratensis’ shows her large 
yellow blossom tops. 


Care of the Calves 


The feeding and care of the calves is also a little bit 
different from what we find here. The calf is never al- 
lowed to run with its mother, but to avoid digestive dis- 
turbances and also to destroy a good deal of dangerous 
germs in the intestines of the calf, the farmer gives the 
calf about two hours after its birth a pint of the mother’s 
milk, and repeats this after six hours the first day. 

The first week the farmer feeds the calf three times 
every day with the mother’s milk. He milks the cow also 
the first week three times. He gradually increases the 
amount of milk during the first week from a pint to about 
one and a half gallons a day. After this week he gives the 
calf already mixed milk, always luke warm, and the amount 
is increased to about two and a half gallons, one third of it 
skimmed milk from the creamery. After the second week 
he increases continually the milk allowance, but decreases 
the quantity of sweet milk, so that after the fourth week 
the sweet milk has to be sought with the microscope. At 
the age of about five weeks the calf is taught to eat, by 
giving her some good hay, while her liquid feed consists of 
about five gallons of soured skimmilk, mixed with some 
kind of calf meal or ground oats. In changing, however, 
the sweet skimmilk into sour, care is taken that this is 
done gradually to prevent scours. As soon as the weather 
becomes a little mild, the calves are turned out in the field, 
but at feeding time he feeds each one from a pail as he 
knows very well that the wants of each calf are different. 
This is an excellent method and is by far to be preferred 
to the method of feeding all the calves from one trough. 
As blackleg is a frequent disease there, he generally has 
the calves vaccinated against this disease in spring. These 
calves become bred at an age of about 18 to 20 months. 


The Milking 


As the milk forms the capital source of income the 
greatest care is taken in regard to the milking. The milk- 
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er generally begins his milking school at 

12 to 13 years. His master, the farmer bien = about 
a good education in that faculty.

Tenantry and Landlordship 


The land prices are very high and so the rents. As 
about seventy per cent of the farmers are renters and the 
competition among them is very great, enormous Tents 
have often been paid with the result that in many instances 
either the tenant or the land got “skinned” go to say, and 
the landlord rich. This was well understood in the leading 
agriculture parties and a few years ago, therefore, laws 
have been made that give the landlord, the land and the 
tenant his due. Therefore these laws prescribe the leases 
protecting in this way all three parties. It would take too 
much space to expatiate here in detail on this important 
subject, the main rules are however, these: 

The tenant has to manure his land according to a fixed 
system and if it is a grain farm, and there is no stock 
manure, fertilizers have to be applied. If the tenant has 
added to the fertility of the farm, so that he may draw 
the profits of it in the following years, the landlord is not 
allowed to raise the rent until five years (the lease time is 
three to five years in general.) After those five years a 
new lease is made and if renter and landlord cannot agree 
on the rent, a valuator or arbitrator is sent out by the De 
partment of Agriculture and he settles the rent amount. 
Such an arbitrator is an impartial person, of course, famil- 
iar with the country and its farming. If the land needs 
drainage, fencing or any other improving during tenant- 
ship, take the matter up with the landlord. If no decision 
can be obtained, just call for the arbitrator and he has to 
decide. The same applies to improving of building, crop 
rotation, etc. If landlord, tenant and arbitrator cannot 
agree on some matters, it is brought to the court and a 
lawyer is taken. If this lawyer (generally with a well fat- 
tened purse from the suit) cannot obtain an agreement, 
the matter may be turned to the court of appeals, whose 
decision is final. Tenant and landlord, however, know very 
well that it is a wise practice not to consult lawyers and 
court in such cases and mostly the decision of the arbitra- 
tor goes. 


Government Protection 


The Government aids the farmers in many ways and 
not only the farmers, but also their help. The farmers for 
instance are free from income taxes (exception is made 
during the war years). The agricultural experiment sta- 
tions make free analyses of feed, fertilizers, etc.. The ex- 
periment stations also protect the farmers from adultera- 
tion. If feed is purchased on a guarantee of say 25% 
protein, 15% of fat, etc., and if the analysis shows on one 
of these constituents 2% short, the feed may be returned 
or the deliverer has to pay a fine, (the amount settled by 
the experiment station) to the farmer. The cattle trade 
is also highly protected. If a farmer sells a tuberculous 
cow to another farmvr and the latter detects such within 
four weeks from the sale date, the seller is obliged to take 
the cow back or pay damage. Every disease has a certain 
period of sale protection, which is an excellent law, for 
everybody knows that there are certain hidden diseases 
which one cannot detect from exterior judgment but which 
the owner knows and a purchase of such an animal by the 
little farmer who owns perhaps only one or two cows would 
mean ruin to such a man. So the Government helps in 
many other ways. If you hire a man for $80.00 a year and 
board, you have to keep that man for the whole year, unless 
you can prove by law that the man is unfit for you. On 
the other hand the hired’ man cannot say to you “now I 
quit.” He also has to stay a year, unless he can prove by 
law that he is right in quitting. If the farmer does not 
want to consult the law in it and wants to fire the man,

Vaughan, St. Johnsville, N. Y. and 
was purchased in the Milwaukee sale 
by Carnation Stock Farms, where she 
is now owned. 


An Iowa Champion 


Oak Dale Flossieis the acknowledged 
champion of the junior 3-year-old class 
in the semi-official division in the 
state of Iowa for butter as well as 
for milk, with a production of 20,889.6 
lb. milk containing 1041.69: butter. 
Her milk record ranked fourth in her 
class for the official year 1918-19 and 
her butter record stood in third place 
for the year and eighth place for all 
years thus far. Her milk tests on the 
average just under 4 per cent. the 
entire year, showing a very uniform 
test, the average for her official week 
being 4.06 per cent. at which time she 
made a record of 27.3 lb. butter in 7 
days and 107.32 lb. in 30 days. She 
made her records for her _ present 
owners, Hargrove & Arnold Holstein 
Co., Norwalk, Iowa.

Experiment in Holsteins on Contract 


We are in receipt of a printed re- 
port from H. A. Vail concerning an 
experiment in putting out Holstein 
cows on contract for a term of six 
years. The contract was in substance 
as follows: 

Party of the second part was to keep 
eight heifers for the owner, of which 
three were to be over 2 years of age 
and five under 2 years. Party of the 
second part was given a one-half in- 
terest in those under 2 years of age 
to pay for their keep until they should 
come into profit. During the six 
years of the contract all heifer calves 
were to be retained in the herd and 
all bull calves to be sold and the 
money equally divided. Upon the 
termination of the contract’ the 
original stock with one-half of the in 
crease of females was to be returned 
to the party of the first part. From 
his experience in this contract, Mr. 
Vail recommends that a better and 
more equitable way would be to have 
returned to the owner as the original 
investment at the end of six years, 
an equal number and of as near the 
same age as practicable, as of those 
put in the contract. Mr. Vail explains 
that from his experience that where 
the stock is well handled and, with 
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reasonably good luck, the proposition 
should be profitable to both parties. 
The printed report includes a com- 
plete statement as to the individual 
history of each cow, with the number 
of calves dropped, their disposition, 
etc. It is seen that of the eight 
original animals two dropped four 
heifer calves each and all together 
these two cows account for ten of the 
thirteen animals by which the herd 
was increased, during the six years. 
These two cows were respectively 
daughters of King Pontiac Topsy and 
Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline Count.

that is all right, if he just pays the hired man the $80 and 
$50 board and so the hired man may quit if he desires, if 
he only pays the farmer all the expenses that may result 
from his quitting. It needs not be said here that the two 
words “I quit,” as I hear here so many a time are seldom 
used in Holland. If the farm help is injured on the farm, 
the Government pays partly for it, and if the help gets 
sick, the doctor’s help is paid fully by the farmer during 
only four weeks. So there are many other laws that pro- 
tect as well the farmer as his help, in total more than one 
hundred fifty. 
Cooperation Among the Farmers 


In Holland as in Denmark the little and the big farmers 
pull together by cooperation and achieve in that way won- 
drous things. So we find cooperative creameries, cow test- 
ing associations, purchasing of feed and fertilizers, buli 
associations, farmer’s banks, a very important institution 
by which every creditable farmer can take up money at 
low interest, etc. Not only the farmers cooperate in many 
ways, the farmer’s wife does also her part, for instance by 
purchasing her groceries, clothes, etc. from the rural co- 
operative stores, even the farmer’s boys and girls make 
clubs, so that it is rather little wonder that such a country 
with such a thrifty population really does wonders in our 
eyes. My final remarks will be still on another important 
matter, viz. 

The Manure Piling 


The Dutchman is a skillful dike maker, perhaps an in- 
herited property of his ancestors who have thrown up the 
high and heavy sea dikes. On many a farm now, at the 
back part of the barn door a square place surrounded by a 
small dike and provided with posts on which planks, in the 
inside, can be seen. The purpose of this place is to pile 
all the manure and waste stuff up in a manner that nothing 
gets lost. The liquid part of the manure is gathered in a 
cistern or pit, tightly covered and from time to time this 
liquid part is pumped out on the big pile of manure. It 
needs not be said here that a fertilizer mixture of this kind 
is the best that can be obtained and this is one of the 
reasons why on some small farms sometimes two cows per 
acre find their feed by tethering the animals out. The 
little Holland farmer has as a proverb “no manure, no crops 
and no crops means no cattle.” To keep the rays of the 
sun in summertime from evaporating the moisture of the 
pile, the pile is surrounded by poplar or willow trees or as 
is seen on many a farm the manure pile is covered with 
a layer of clay on which cabbage plants are raised. Gener- 
ally the manure, however, is spread in spring, but contin- 
ual rains, shortage of horses or help, will sometimes delay 
the spreading until fall.

Herd was that of J. D. Bacon, his herd containing the Sep. 
ior and Grand Champion Bull, Sir Pontiac Ollie, and the 
Senior and Grand Champion Cow, Elmdale Aaggie De Kol. 
Maxwell Farms, Dave Maxwell, proprietor, had the first 
prize young herd, also winning first for get of sire and pro- 
duce of cow, Mr. Bacon taking second place in the three 
events. M. L. Enright had a splendid exhibit, including a 
number of calves sired by Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
41st, the bull that Mr. Enright sold in the Minnesota Sale 
for $65,000. Mr. Enright had the second prize Exhibitor's 
Herd and the third prize young herd.

In your inquiry to the Holstein- 
Friesian World of recent date you 
speak of “green” beet pulp. By this 
I suppose you mean the wet beet pulp 
just as it comes from the factory, and

HOLSTEINS WAY AHEAD IN THIS 
TESTING ASSOCIATION 

A report from the Fayette-Washing- 
ton Testing Association in the state 
of Pennsylvania for their first 
quarter’s work shows the black and 
white cow far in the lead of all her 
competitors. The three herds with 
the highest average were all Holstein 
herds, pure bred or grade, and the six 
highest cows for milk production in 
the Association were Holsteins. The 
feed cost of producing 100 pounds of 
milk in this association showed, 
according to the report, a big varia- 
tion, ranging from 44 c to $3.63. This 
might be due to one or all of several 
reasons; to poor cows, not feeding 
proper rations or poor management 
throughout the dairy. At any rate 
the association records should be 
studied in order to determine just 
exactly where the leak is. At this 
season of the year when some men 
are pasturing and others are feeding 
a rather heavy grain ration, the feed 
cost of production should not be taken 
too seriously. The records, however, 
show in a general way the efficiency 
of production in the several herds.

TWO MORE 1000-LB. RECORDS FOR 
HARGROVE & ARNOLD 


Hargrove & Arnold Holstein Comp- 
any, Norwalk, Iowa, report two more 
records above 1000 lb. butter in a 
year from members of their great long 
distance herd. They are Artis Pontiac 
Susie Judith and Oak Dale Burke De 
Kol, both making their records from 
over 20,000 lb. milk. 

The former, whose figures are given 
as 1018.74 lb. butter from 20,291 Ib. 
milk, has made two seven-day records 
for Hargrove & Arnold, both of them 
above 30 lb. butter and both from 
over 600 lb. milk. She is a daughter 
of King Pontiac Artis from a good 
record daughter of King Segis 
Pontiac. Her son was recently sold 
by Hargrove & Arnold to head the 
foundation herd of Adolph F. Meyer, 
New Virginia, Iowa. 

The other new 1000-lb. cow at the 
Hargrove & Arnold establishment is 
Oak Dale Burke De Kol who has pro- 
duced in the first 268 days of her test 
21,152 lb. milk containing 1087.6 lb.

This is 
unquestionably the proper procedur 
with most grade cattle and those curks 
breds which have a comparatively 
low value as breeders. The inden 
nity offered by the Government and 
the various states is liberal for that 
class of cattle, in that the owner in 
addition to the proceeds from ‘the 
sale of the salvage, also receives from 
the Government, one-third of the dif. 
ference between this amount and the 
appraised breeding or dairy value of 
the animal to a limit of $25 on grades 
and $50 on purebreds, and one-third 
or more from the state or county, ac- 
cording to the laws of his state. This 
plan of paying indemnity frequently 
makes it possible for the owner to re. 
alize $125 on a $150 grade cow, and 
perhaps $225 or even $250 on a pure. 
bred beef cow. 

With purebred cattle having a value 
considerably in excess of $300, which 
do not show any outward evidence of 
tuberculosis, such as emaciation, dry, 
upstanding hair and coughing (ana 
most reactors do not show physical 
symptoms), it is well worth while to 
go to some inconvenience in segre- 
gating them for future breeding pur. 
poses. The Bang system of handling 
reactors has been particularly success- 
ful with beef cattle. It is less suc- 
cessful with dairy cattle, because 
cows giving a heavy flow of milk 
are working under a great strain, and 
do not usually possess the necessary 
resistance. In other words, the le» 
ions are less likely to become ency- 
sted, thus checking the growth of the 
disease. Dairy-bred bulls which re- 
act can, however, be kept in segrega- 
tion for breeding purposes for long 
periods, if properly handled. A Hol- 
stein-Friesian bull which has sired a 
larger number of advanced registry 
heifers than any other in the breed re- 
acted when 16 months old, and pru 
duced these valuable offspring after 
being placed in quarantine upon the

acted to the test. The cows are in 
good flesh, and to all outward appear. 
ances are healthy. There is reason 
to believe that the tubercular lesions 
became encysted in the early stages 
of infection, and nature has been suc- 
cessful in completely checking the 
growth of the tubercles by protective 
material thrown about the invaders 

I recall a reacting bull that we haa 
in the University of Minnesota herd 
for a period of two years, or until he 
grew to maturity. When slaughtered 
he showed one small lesion, well ency- 
sted, and the veterinarian in charge 
stated that he would not have give, 
the disease to others in the herd, and 
would probably have died of old age, 
had he been kept. Another herd bull, 
owned by the University of Nebraska, 
retained for the same period of time, 
as a reactor, went to the tank when 
slaughtered. He was unquestionably 
a spreader, but the records show that 
none of his calves has reacted, nor 
did any of the cows to which he was 
bred. He was, of course, always used 
on the halter, and returned to his iso- 
lated boxstall immediately thereafter. 

It is unfortunate that no practical 
plan of detecting the spreaders froin 
the non-spreaders has yet been put 
into general practice. Specimens of 
saliva are sometimes taken for a bac- 
teriological test, but this method has 
so far been confined to a few herds 
under investigation. Guinea pig in- 
oculations have also been made. If 
the non-spreaders, or closed cases, 
could be separated from those having 
open cases of tuberculosis in the Bang 
herd, a larger number could be con- 
served as breeders for a longer period.

“Scientific research has discovereq 
that there is nothing to take the place 
of the butter fat in the milk for the 
human being”, said Mr. H. Brown, of 
the Burr Farm, Los Angeles, Cal., in 
an address before a meeting of the 
California Dairy Council. This, he 
said, is causing an increased demand 
for dairy products, that can only be 
supplied by the high producing cow. 
Portions of his further remarks, taken 
from the California Cultivator, follow. 

The main reason for the necessity 
of a higher producing cow is the fact 
that it would be impossible to produce 
and sell milk at present prices, with a 
cow of twenty years ago. Feed and 
labor are three to four times as high 
as they were at that time, consequent- 
ly it is necessary that the dairy cow 
be bred for production and production 
alone. We might as well try to grind 
wheat with the old time millstone as 
to try to produce sufficient milk for 
the world with a scrub cow. 

Farms must be operated to supply 
people with food. Many farms are s0 
situated from the market that they 
must produce a product that can be 
marketed in a concentrated form and 
there is nothing that will take raw

ON BASIS OF PRICES 


Midsummer Rations Suggested For 
Dairy Cows And For Calves 


On the basis of current prices, in 
relation to feed value and manurial 
value the New York State college of 
agriculture at Ithaca, suggests the 
following mixtures. Since the higu 
protein feeds have _ proportionately 
high manurial value, as much of them 
should be used as costs and the health 
of the animals will permit. 

For dairy cows the Cornell workers 
suggest for: an August ration: 200 
pounds of ground oats, or hominy, or 
ground barley; 100 pounds of wheat 
bran, or wheat mixed feed, or dried 
brewers’ grains; 200 pounds of gluten 
feed. For calves, feed: 300 pounds 
of ground oats; 300 pounds of hominy 
or ground barley; 300 pounds of wheat 
bran; 100 pounds of oil meal.

NEW YORK AS A MILK STATE 

Commissioner Charles S. Wilson 
of the Agricultural Department has 
issued a bulletin of dairy statistics for 
the state of New York, for the year 
1918, which contains very interesting 
data in relation to the in¢ustry. The re- 
port indicates approximately 1,023,034 
milk-producing cows in the state, at 
an estimated value of $102,303,400. 
The value of the dairy farms is 
estimated at $129,540,000. The aver- 
age production per cow is given as 
4,337 pounds, and the average income 
per cow $121.91. The bulletin gives 
the volume of fluid milk consumed in 
1918 in the cities as 971,439,105 quarts, 
and in the counties of New York state 
exclusive of the metropolitan districts 
336,750,825 quarts, and in the metro- 
Politan districts, including Greater 
New York, Nassau, Suffolk and West- 
chester, 752,273,030 quarts; a total 
consumption of 1,089,023,855 quarts. 

The total consumption of liquid 
milk for the year 1918 is given as 
2,341,401,288 Ibs., or 1,089,023,900 
quarts and 2,095,531,125 Ibs., or 974,- 
665,600 quarts as manufactured. 

The total value of the liquid milk 
used for both consumption and manu- 
facture is given at $124,725,847.89. The 
total value of the manufactured dairy 
Products of 2,095,531,125 liquid pounds 
or 974,665,600 quarts, produced within 
the state is figured at $109,745,736.43.
